Some of the classical writers plainly 
Include Babylonia and Mesopotamia 
in "Assyafe." 
The Assyrian empire 


came to an end about COG B. C-, and 
after Its fall the name of "Adlabene" 
came to be used for the chief part of 
Assyria proper. In the year 115 A. D. 
the Roman Emperor Trajan created a 
Roman province of Assyria, but the at- 
tempt to restore the old name was 
abandoned by the Emperor Hadrian. 
The modern name of Syria is given 
both to the actual Turkish vilayet west 
of Palestine and to the larger region 
which includes the vilayet of Syria 
and stretches northeast into Aleppo.—

This 
precinct contains Delancey street, with 
the approach to the Williamsburg 
bridge and many narrow east side 
streets.—Safety Engineering.
